Two pilots and a 
mechanician, 


members of the crew of five which 
will be aboard the ship tomorrow 
morning, Hans J. A" mson an ob- 
server representing assistant sec- 
retary of war, Trubee Davidson and 
two newspapermen made the test 
flight. 


Adamson announced the plane's 


motors would consume approxima- 
tely 750 gallons of gasoline dally 


during Its flight, and the ship's two 
attendant planes would deliver sup- 
plies, fo»d and 
messages 
three 


times daily. Twice a day 300 gal- 
lons of gasoline will be taken on, 
and once 150 gallons will be sup- 
plied. The ship will cruise at 70 
miles an hour In the fight designed 
by the army to tost the life of mot- 
ors and endurance of aviators in 
sustained flight. 


Catwalks have been fitted on the 


ship for Staff Sergeant Roy W. 
Hooe, mechanician, who will en- 
deavor to repair minor motor trou- 
ble during the flight. It will take 
more than one disabled motor to 
force the plane down. 


The other members of the crew 


are Major Carl Spatz, in command; 
Captain Ira C. Eaker. Lieutenants 
H. A. Halvors6n and Elwood R. 
Quesada, pilots. Staff Sergeant Roy 
W. Hooe, mechanician. The crew 
Is under orders to 
continue the 


flight until the motors or men give 
out. 


EXHAUSTED CONDITION OF 


BRITISH KING PRESENTING A 


MOST DIFFICULT PROBLEM 


LONDON, Dec. 31.—(J^—The ex- 
hausted condition in which 
King 
George's prolonged serious illness 
left him is presenting a difficult 
problem to his physicians which 
they frankly acknowledge in this 
morning's official bulletin. 


Five of the seven doctors who 


have been attending His Majesty 
signed this morning's report, which 
was more detailed, and although it 
recorded a rather disturbed night, 
it announced some improvement in 
the king's appetite and that he Is 
holding his own as to general con- 
dition. 


The brst that could be said of 
the king's condition was that 
if 


there had been no noticeable in- 
crease in strength at least there 
had ben no dlmunition during the 
last three days. Meanwhile ultra- 
violet ray treatment 
was being 


continued. 


The three elder sons, the Prince 


of Wales, the Duke of York and 
the Duke of Gloucester, each spent 
cart of Christmas week In 
the 


1'unting 
field. 
The 
Prince of 


Wales, who in the first days after 
his return to London never left the 
immediate neighborhood of Buck- 
ingham Palace, spent the week end 
in the hunting country near Mel- 


ton Mowbray, more than 100 miles 
from London- 


Queen Mary also ventured 
to 
leave the palace. Accompanied by 
the Duke of Gloucester and Prince 
George, she lunched at the Picca- 
dilly, residence of the 
Duke 
of 
York. . 


These indications, together vith 
the fact that only the regular phy- 
sicians were In Attendance during 
the day, were interpreted as signs 
that the royal family was confi- 
dent that there was no immediate 
danger.

GOVERNOR HOLDS UNIVER- 
SITY LANDS SHOULD NOT BE 


LEASED AT PRESENT 


AUSTIN. Dec. 28. (AP) 


—Practically no chance for 
a special session of the legis- 
lature to forestall advertised 
leasing of valuable Texas 
University oil lands January 
2, remained 
today 
after 


statements from Governor 
Moody and advices from the attor- 
ney general's department 
to the 
state land office holding that the 
leasing can be deferred until later 
in January. 
The governor sold that he would 


•not call a special session If there is 
any way to postpone the leasing, 
advertised under terms of the law 
by Land Commissioner J. T. Robi- 
son. The governor said he would 
follow the ruling of the attorney 
general and that Roblson, who Is 
out of the city, had agreed to do 
likewise. 
Governor Moody would 


not definitely decide against a spe- 
cial session, however, until he had 
further opportunity to examine the 
opinion of Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral C. W. Trueheart to the land of- 
fice advising that the leasing can 
be defered. The regular legislative 
session meets January 8. 
.."Thse lands should not be leased 
at present, and I -will do whatever 
is necessary to prevent the lease 
sales." the governor said. This was 
his stand at a recent conference 
with University regents. 
With the sales deferred until la- 
ter in January, the regular 41st leg- 
islature would have time to with- 
draw the lands from the market. 


Moody Asks Opinion. 
The governor later got In touch 


with Truehart and asked him for 
an opinion as to whether a repeal 
ing law would be Just as effective 
after the lease sale date of January 
2 as. before. 
"If Trueheart says the lease law 
under which these lands are adver- 
tised can be repealed just as effec- 
tively, after January 2, I will not 
call a special session," the governor 
said. 
J. H. Walker, chief clerk of the 
land office, said he would order the 
lease sales deferred in accordance 
with Trueheart's first opinion de- 
livered this morning. Commission- 
er Roblson is out of town. 
four' bids for leasing of land 
have been received at the land of- 
fice. Whether they are on any of 
the 103,000 acres in question, will 
not be known until they are open- 
ed. 


Governor Moody said he was "un- 
able to understand why Commis- 
sioner Roblson did not postpone 
the sale some time ago," before any 
bids were received. Attorney Gen- 
eral Claude Pollard expressed an 
informal opinion some two weeks 
ago to Robison that he could make 
the postponement, 
but 
Roblson 
wanted formal written advice, the 
governor related. 
Three Main Reasons. 
"There arc three main reasons 
why this land should not be leased 
now," Governor Moody said: "First, 
because of the present low price of 
oil and the consequent prospect of 
getting low bids; second, i« tntre Is 
oil under the land and new produc- 
tion is brought in, the University'* 
royalties probably would be depre- 
ciated because of increased produc- 
tion; third, the land leasing statute 
of 1925 is already antiquated. The 
statute was passed to foster devel- 
opment and the development is al- 
ready there at an advanced stage. 
About $80,000,000 worth of oil has 
been produced already from Uni- 
versity lands. The state does not 
have the liberty under this law to 
make contracts giving it the full 
value of its land. 
"In my opinion, one of the first 
things the legislature should do is 
to repeal this 1925 law, and pass 
one allowing the University to get 
the full value of Its mineral leases." 
The lease sale advertised for Jan- 
uary offers 103,000 acres of unprov- 
ed University lands 
located 
in 
Ward, Winkler, Crane and UBton 
counties. Regent Robert L. Holll- 
dfty, of El Paso, said he expected 
the University would receive an av- 
erage price of $3 an acre for the 
lanti, ii sold January 2. The land 
may be v/orth millions as mineral 
property, he contended.

FAILING DEMAND FOR COAL 


HAS CAUGHT MINERS 


IN ITS VISE

MERTHYR TYDF1L, So. 


Wales, Dec. 29.— (AP) — 
Two hundred thousand men 
are wearily tramping1 the 
streets of the mining villages 
of England and Wales, with- 
out work 
and with little 


hope of work. In the phrase 
of the official statistician, they are 
the permanent surplus of the coal 
mining Industry. 


There is no question of a demand 


for high wages, or an unwillingness 
to work. They have been caught In 
the nip of a balling demand. The 
development of hydro-electric en- 
ergy, the conversation of big pas- 
senger liners and warships to the 
use of oil fuel and a reduced de- 
mand for coal In other directions 
have left the miners high and dry. 
Their savings are gone and 
thoy 
are ekelng out a meagre existence 
on the so-called dole of poor law 
relief or public charity. They am 
rapidly approaching destitution. 
Stories of Sacrifice 


Travelling through 
the 
mining 


districts one hears story after story 
of a mother sacrificing herself for 
her children. In South Wales the 
school teachers themselves are con- 
tributing part of their salaries to 
keep the children shod. 
Yet, de- 


spite all this, despite national ap- 
peals from the pulpit, through the 
press and the radio, In some Welsh 
villages sixty percent of the chil- 
dren are facing the rude winter, 
of the mountains without proper 
clothes and shoes. As thi writer 
drove over the 
mountains near 


Glamorgan snow swirled down In- 
to the mining villages, giving to 
the Idle collieries an added air of 
desolation and despair.

Dad's body 
was on the floor. 'And that's what, 
is going to happen to you if you 
try to get away,' he told me. 


"Holding the rifle pressed against 


my back, he made me walk bare- 
footed through the woods. Every 
time I stopped he would choke me 
and threaten to shoot. I tore off 
little pieces of my dress and coat 
and dropped them in the woods so 
they could follow us, but ho fin- 
ally cauitht me and made me even 
stop that. 


"We walked through the woods, 


all night and all day Friday. Then 
at 10 o'clock last night, he pointed 
out a house and told me to go< 
there and wait for him. 


"He left me then, and I circled 


around and found another house. 
I don't know what happened there, 
except that there were two negro 
women there, both of them sick. I 
must have collapsed. This morn- 
ing I woke up and made my way 
to the camp here.

POSS! BILITY OF PRODUCING 
LETHAL GENES IN PLANT CELLS 
BY ARTIFICIAL MEANS REPORTED 


AUSTIN, Dec. 31.—(Spl.—Possi- 


bility of producing lethal genes by 
artificial methods within th> cells 
of plants was established definitely 
by D.~. J. T. Buchholz, professor '.'f 
botany at the University of Texas, 
and Dr. A. F. Blakeslee nf ;he Car- 
negie institute of Washing)"". «t. 
Cold Spring Harbor, No\v Vork, ac- 
cording to experiments described 
by Dr. Buchholz In a paper which 
he read before the genetics 
sec- 


tion of the Botanical Society of 
America meeting with the Ameri- 
can association for the Advance- 
ment of Selene which is convening 
in New York City. 


This Investigation on the artifi- 


cial producton of the 
hercditlty 


changes called gene mutations in 
plants was carried out in part at 
the Station for Experimental Evo- 
lution of Carnegie institution and 
continued in the botancal labora- 
tory of tho university. 
Dr. Buchholz and Dr. Blakeslee 


used radium in treating the plants 
to produce the genetic changes, cen- 
tering their attention on the pol- 
len tubes, or small growths within 
the style of the plant coming from 
pollen grains through which the 
hereditary particles are carrieyd to 
the egg. The letluils are genes, or 
hereditary particles, which, found 
in double dosages, will kill the plant 
or will not allow the new plant to 
develop. Dr. Buchholz 
and 
Dr. 


Blakeslee detected nearly fifty leth- 
al or semi-lethal ijenes in a study 
of nearly 200 of the immediate and 
of some second generation offspring 
from radium treated parents. There 
were also some other easily visible 
changes, which 
were 
inherited, 


found in these plant; 


A number of these letnal genes 


were traced into tne next genera- 
tion and were found to be inherited 
on the female side,'but were elim- 
inated on the male side; that is, 
in the polten, during 
pollen-tube 
growth. If none of the genes are 
present In a plant, they do not ap- 
pear in subsequent 
generations. 
However, if they are found in the 
first generation 
following treat- 


ment by radium, then approximately 
half of the second generation re- 
ceive these genes and 
transmit 


them In turn to half of '.heir off- 
spring. 


The experiment made by Dr. Buch- 
holz and Dr. Blakeslee was made 
possible onl;.- through the new incl 
special technique or laboratory pro- 
cess which thay 
developed 
and 


which has probably been used in 
no other institution. It enlists of 
a hand dissection mctho, combn- 
ed with special staining technique 
and has 
been of invaluable assi.it- 


.;nce to them in making a study of 
the growth of the minute pollen- 
tubes. 
"A knowledge of letheal genes Is 


very important." 
Dr. 
Buchholz 


said, "because these arc produced 
much more abundantly than are the 
useful genes. Thvy i'nterfere with 
llv hen Hilary transmission of use- 
ful genes and we must know about 
them chiefly because we may w'^h 
to get rid of them." 
Dr. Buchholz's experiment proves 


that lethal genes can be produced 
arMfically with radium. Aside from 
their lethal action, these genes are 
not known to differ from other her- 
editary particles. From this 
we 


may infer that other types of genes 
may also be produced by artificial 
means. The experiment also affords 
partial evidence that the transmis- 
sion of lethals Is more commonly 
through 
the 
eggs 
rather 
than 


through the pollen.

Mr. McGill stated that definite 
assurance had been made that the 
huge auditorium-gymnasium would 
be under construction next spring, 
which would give the University 
the fourth largest auditorium

America and will be equipped with 
four basketball courts.
